GDY ER!ORB TO WASHINGTON 
President Eisenhower has in­ 
vited the governors of the 48 
states to Washington on May 4 
and 5 to discuss national prob­ 
lems with Imo and the officials of 
his administration. Among these 
problems will be international re­ 
lations, this country ® defense 
effort, national security and fi­ 
nances. 
Mr. Eisenhower is not the first 
President to invite the governors 
to the capital for a conference. 
Theodore Roosevelt did it in 1908 
in tile interest of conserving na­ 
tural resources—and the Govern­ 
ors’ Conference, now an estab­ 
lished institution, evolved from 
this first gathering. 
Woodrow Wilson called a con­ 
ference of governors and mayors 
in 1919 to consider the problem 
of jobs for returning soldiers, 
and Franklin I). Roosevelt had 
the governors at the White House 
in 1933 to confer on the hanking 
crisis. 
The reasons for next month's 
hegira of the governors to Wash­ 
ington are almost too obvious to 
require listing. At this stage in 
its history the nation faces grave 
and pressing problems that the 
federal government can hope to 
solve only if it has the coopera­ 
tion of the Mates. The fact that it 
has been carrying most of the loac 
does not prove that it can afford 
to continue aking tilts course. 
In its efforts to meet the finati 
vial lairden of defense, for ex 
ample, the federal government has 
invaded sources of revenue that 
the states have also tapped. This 
is one instance of the need for 
mutual efforts at accomodation 
bv federal and state governments 
There are many others.

These trucks, although 
often slightingly referred to as 
gypsies or itinerants, are a very 
important factor In the efficient 
distention of foodstuffs and there 
Is no substitute for them in the 
form at organised trucking lines 
operating over fixed routes. 
"Of course, the order banning 
single trip leasing was not mo­ 
tivated by a desire to destroy in­ 
dependent track operators or In­ 
dependent farmers, hat the obvious 
effect of this order would be the 
complete destruction of the distri­ 
buting system used for years In the 
development of an enormous pro­ 
duce Industry.
